In "The Forty Days of Musa Dagh,'1 


Franz Werfel shows how a novelist 
can take an obsucre and isolated hu- 
man incident, and describe it so that | 
it becomes of universal significance. 


His story is based on an amazing 


little unread chapter of World War 
history—the successful fight of a few 
Armenian villagers against the whole 
Turkish empire. 


This happened in 1915. Enver Pasha 


was out to exterminate the Armenian 
people, in a campaign of cold-blooded 
ferocity which made Abdul Hainid's 
massacres look like meetings of the 
Thursday Evening Sewing Circle. 
A 


few thousand Armenians fortified a 
seaside mountain top near Antioch 
and invited the Turks to come and 
get 'em. 


The Turks tried—four times—and 


failed. For 40 days the villagers held 
out. Then, just when collapse was 
inevitable, un allied naval squadron I 
sailed up and rescued the whole out- 
fit. 


This incident is the core of the 


novel. Naturally, the book is an ex- 
ceedingly interesting and thrilling af- 
fair, with enough suspense, blood- 
shed and general excitement for half 
a dozen books.

guarded by armed detectives and pro 
tectecl by automatic burglar alarm 
and safety devices, a Chicago jewele 
sat Monday weighing a king's ransom 
in emeralds and struggling with 
mathematical problem that might baf 
fie a Solomon. 


Thirty-nine "Cabochon" emerals o 


finest brilliance and color—the small 
;st as large as a large olive seed, the 
argest, the size of a monster pecai 
—reposed in luminous splendor on a 
velvet cushioned tray. 


The jeweler was Warren Piper, spe- 


cialist in diamonds and emeralds. Mr 
Dieper faced the appalling task of 
ireaking up this prictless chain o) 
ewels. whose total weight amounted 
o 350 carats. 
Years of effort, and inestimable tens 
f thousands 
of dollars must have 


een spent in assembling, matching, 
nd graduating the 
gems for size, 


shape, color and quality. 


Piper's tosk was to destroy (he re- 


sult of years of labor and lapidary 
skill, and break the glorious bauble 
into 11 equal parts so that executors 
of an estate might fulfill the pro- 
visions of a will and divide the neck- 
lace impartially among 11 heirs, un- 
able to agree on its ownership. 


What the value of the necklace in 


its entirety might be constituted an- 
other baffling problem. 
The United 


States Bureau of Mines in a recent 
bulletin characterized emeralds ;,s "the 
most precious of precious stones," and 
ulaced their normal value as $1,000 to 
$5,000 a carat "and up." 


Three hundred and fifty carats at 


$1.000 a carat, equals $350,000. Eesti- 
mates of the necklace's value as a 
whole ran above $1,000.000.

and who were the 11 heirs unable to
